DEFENDS HIS MEASURES 


Governor Dares His Opponents to Say 
They Do Not Approve of Them— 
Audiences All Enthusiastic. 


Defining the issues in the present cam- 
paign a@d daring his opponents to come 
out in the open and say they did not 


stang for the things he advocated, Gov. 
Charles E. Hughes made a whirlwind 
tour in Manhattan and the Bronx last 
night, addressing five meetings in widely 
separated parts of town and speaking 
to crowds in which there were occasion- 
ally hostile critics, and which, although 
moderately cold toward the speaker at 
the beginning of his address, warmed to 
iim as he proceeded, and ended by cheer- 
ing him vigorously. 

Leaving the Hotel As®r just before 
half-past 7 o'clock, the Governor and his 
party, in automobiles, went first to Mc- 
Kinley Square, at 169th Street and the 
Boston Road in the Bronx, then to Camp 
Hughes, at 149th Street and Third Ave- 
Rue, then to Camp Taft, at 125th Street 
anda Third Avenue, then to Bethel Church 
in Twenty-fifth Street, near Eighth Ave- 
nue, and, finally, to a hall at Second Ave- 
n&e and Avenue C. It was at Camp Taft 
that he made the principal address of the 
evening, speaking for nearly fifty min- 
utes. 

Speed Law Suspended. 


The Governor’s tour had been arranged 
by the County Committee, and the Police 
Department had taken the lid off the 
speed limit, so that the two automobiles 
used went at a speed that made those on 
the sidewalks open their eyes and bicycle 
policemen pedal furiously to no purpose. 

Camp Taft is a tent, holding about 1,200 
persons, and it was thronged almost to suf- 
focation when the Governor arrived there 
a few minutes before 9 o’clock. Outside 
there was a tremendous crowd that, wish- 
ing rather to get a glimpse of the Gov- 
ernor than to hear the speakers who filled 
in the time till he arrived, waited for 
hours on the sidewalks. 

As the Governor stepped from the au- 
tomobile the crowd set up a shout that 
could be heard for blocks. Inside the tent 
the cheering was taken up so that the 
Governor passed into the tent and to the 
platform amid great applause. William 
A. Prendergast was speaking when the 
Governor arrived and offered to stop at 
once, but this Mr. Hughes would not 
allow. County Chairman Hertert “Par- 
sons presided, and after Mr. Prendergast 
had concluded introduced the Governor 
thus: 

“Ladies and Gentlemen, it Is my privi- 
Yege to present to you the great Governor 
of the State of New York.” 

That set the enthusiasts in the crowd 
going again, and as the Governor rose to 
speak there was 4 lot of handclapping 
and some cheering. When he began to 
talk, however, the crowd settled back 
and became very quiet, and not for some 
time was it heard from again. Now and 
then there would be a few stray hand 
claps. Little by little, however, as the 
Governor made point after point, the ap- 
plause' gradually increased, until, in the 
language of a district politician who sat 
near the platform, the ‘‘Governor had 
them going.” 

Governor Praises Taft. 

The Governor began by saying that he 
had spoken in five States within three 
days, and that he was glad to bring a 
word of good cheer. From the intense 
{nterest displayed in the issues wherever 
he had ‘been, he said, there was a happy 
augury for the National success of the 
ticket. Then he sald: 

“T am glad to be here at the opening 
of the tent in the name of a man who by 
virtue of his experience, . his eminent 
ability, the success that has distinguished 
his administrative efforts, his broad pa- 
triotism, and sincere desire intelligently 
to promote the welfare of the country is 
worthy of the confidence and the support 
of the American public, and I believe Mr. 
Taft will receive it. {Applause.] 

The Governor then reviewed the manner 
in which he got into public life, and said 
that previously he had studied events and 
the careers of noted men. He continued: 

“We sometimes hear it said that there 
is ‘a wave of discontent passing over the 
country. It is sometimes called a wave 
of radicalism passing over the country. 
Now, my judgment fs that the American

This, he declared, was a simple formula. 

“But it is fundamental, and you try 
the application of it. and you'll fight 
every day of your life, as I've done for 
two years.” :

“Tf you try to follow a straight line,” 
went on the Governor, “it's surprising 
how many hurdles you encounter.”

CITY TO PURCHASE 
THE BELMONT TUNNEL 


Price It Will Pay for the Tube to 
Long Island City Is Likely to 
be About $6,500,000. 


WILL BE WORKED ON SHARES 


Undertaking Cost Belmont Interests 
Between $7,000,000 and $8,000,000 
—Utilities Board Investigating. 


If a satisfactory agreement with the 
Interborough Rapid Transit Company can 
be made, as the members of the Public 
Service Commission believe, the Steinway 
or Belmont tunnel from the foot of East 
Forty-second Street to Long Island City, 
which has been finished but unused for 
a year, will be purchased by the city and 
the present owners will be allowed to 
operate it on shares with the city. 

While no one at the offices of the Pub- 
lic Service Commission would make a 
statement to this effect for publication 
yesterday, it was learned that, after 
studying the matter for several months, 
the Commissioners reached ths con- 
clusion that the only way to get any 
benefit from the $8,000,000 enterprise 
which Mr. Belmont began s0 many yeare 
ago was to buy the tunnel outright. In 
the opinion of most of the Commission- 
ers.the legal tangle is such that to wait 
for the final settlement of all questions 
in the courts would involve a delay of 
years. 

It Is probable that the city wi!) pay 
about $6,500,000 for the property on which 
the Belmont interests spent between 
$7,000,000 and $8,000,000. This is a some- 
what lower price than that at which | 
the company offered the tunnel some time

satisfactory. These have yet to be ar- 
ranged as to details, but the Commis- 
sioners behieve that there will be little or 
no difficulty In making some equitable 
arrangement. The chances are that the 
city will pay for the property in bonds, 
and it will, of course, be necessary for 
the Board of Estimate to pass on the 
matter after the Public Service Commis- 
sion has approved it. 

Commissioner Willcox, Chairman of the 
board, was asked about the matter yes- 
terday, in view of the fact that reports 
of the intended purchase had been preva- 
lent about the commission’s offices for 
some days. 

Mr. Willcox said that officers of the 
commission were busy investigating the 
practicability of purchasing the tunnel. 
The Chief Bngineer,, Henry B: Seaman, ts 
enfaged in an investigation which will 
result in a report to the commission upon 
the physical condition, probable traffic, 
and possible connections, and the Bureau 
of Statistics and Accounts ts engaged in 
ascertaining by examination of the books 
and accounts of the Interborough Rapid 
Transit Company and the New York & 
Long Island Railroad Company the actus) 
cost of the construction. 

Mr. Willcox said the commission had 
not yet decided to purchase the tunnel. 
but in view of the fact that such an im- 
portant proposal had been made to the 
commission, the commission should have 
all facts before it so that if it should 
decide to purchase the tunnel it could at 
the same time take up the question of 
the amount that should be paid for it. 

It was sald at the offices of the com- 
mission that there was a divided senti- 
ment in the city with regard to the pur- 
chase of this tunnel. All of the civic 
organizations of Queens County are very 
much ip favor of ite purchase. On the 
other hand, a large number of organi- 
zations in the Bronx and in the centre 
and southern parts of Brooklyn, are pro- 
testing against the purchase on the 
sround that if the city has available 
money it should be used for the extefi- 
sion of municipal subway routes into 
those boroughs rather than the purchase 
of a tunnel which the owners can put 
into operation by obtaining a franchise 
from the city without the city necessarily 
buying it and then leasing it back to the 
company. Inasmuch as the commission 
has laid out the Lexington Avenue route 
for the Bronx the commission is not likely 
to regard the latter protest. 


CAUTIONS TRACTION LINES. 


Utilities Board Warns Officials to 
Improve Their Service. 


In the opinion of Chairman Willcox of 
the Public Service Commission, this is the 
time of the year when the transportation 
companies in this city need “ jacking up.” 
That the many hearings of last Winter 
may not be repeated this year the Chair- 
man sent a letter yesterday to the heads 
of all companies doing a transit business 
in the city in which it was said: 


Dear Sir: With the close of the Summer 
season the commission finds it necessary to 
emphasize certain matters requiring special 
efforts to obtain improvements. First, 
however, it is important to call your atten- 
tion to the fact that the files of the com- 
mission show that a great many complaints 
are filed alleging inadequacy or inattention 
on the part of the companies. 

The commission will not and can not re- 
frain under the law from instituting such 
proceedings if complaints are made by 
aggrieved parties; consequently reduction 
in the number of proceedings can only come 
from a reduction of the causes of complatnt. 
It therefore urges that such increased care 
be given to the operation of your lines as 
will afford the best service to the public 
with as little unnecessary friction or ten 
venience as possible. 

In accordance with the above suggestions 
the commission therefore asks your immedi- 
ate attention to such matters as courtesy 
or of attention to rules on the part of em- 
ployes causes irritation that is wholly un- 
necessa to a class of patrons. 

1. Inadequate service during non-rush 
hours, particularly theatre hours and church 
bours on Sunday. 

2. Too protracted operation of open cars.

. Unnecesaa: transferring of passengers 
to “car ahead = or “‘car behind ’”’ hounase 
of irregular headways or for no suffictent 
operating reason, 

5. Lack of proper heat in cars, 

6. Insufficient ventilation, arising in part 
and in some cases from attempting to keep 
up the heat in cars by the presence of pas- 
sengers. 

7. Inadequate light in cars. 

8. Lack of shelter on station platforms 
and at transfer points. 

9. Smoking and spitting in stations and 
cars, 

These were during last Fall and Winter 
prolific sources of complaints. They are be- 
lieved to be 80 capable of improvement by 
‘action of the companies themselves without 
orders from the commission as to produce 
a noticeable change of public opinion.

Geologist Thinks Veln in Education 

Bullding Site Made Stairway Sag. | 

Special to The New York Times. * 

ALBANY, Oct. 1—Prof, John H. Cook, 
an expert geologist, has discovered on the 
site of the new $4,000,000 State educa- 
tion building now being built opposite 
the Capitol a large vein of soft sand 
directly beneath and running almost 
parallel with the line of the proposed 
entrance to the new building. It will re- 
quire an extra appropriation, besides an 
extension of time to the contractors, to 
excavate the faulty subsoll and replace it 
with concrete. : 

Prof. Clark believes that the vein of 
sand accounts for the sagging of the 
Assembly staircase in the State Capitol 
two years ago, when it became necessary 
to remove several hundred tons of granite 
from the tower in order to reduce weight 
and shove up @ section of the building. 

“This vein of sand,” said Prof. Cook, 
“takes the.direction of the Capitol, and, 
as near as I can calculate, passes directly 
underneath the Assembly staircase. It is 
not quicksand, and for that reason the 
danger is not so great as it might be, 
but it is soft and easily gives way.

‘“‘It is apparent, too, that the fact that 
some Democratic Governors many years

HUGHES TO COLUMBIA BOYS. 





i Urges Students to Go Into Politics— 
Defends His Principles. 


Gov. Hughes of the class of ’89, Law, of 
Columbia University, was enthusiastically 
received by about 600 Columbia students 
gathered yesterday in Earl Hall for the 
first meeting of tie University Republic- 
an Club. The Governor was introduced by 
Dean Kirchwey of the Law School, and 
was cheered by the students for several 
minutes. He sald, in part: 

“In the Republican candidate for Pres- 
ident we have the best illustration of the 
college man in public life. [Applause.] 
is one reason why the National 
campaign makes such strong appeals to 
young college men. In college he was a 
good fellow—a man who could be trusted, 
a man who was loved, an all-around man, 
making the most of the advantages of 
college life, educational and social. He 
was a man who in his college years gave 
the promise of his subsequent distin- 
guished performance. 

“He was a man that you could abso- 
lutely depend on, and would rather 
take the judgment of the college man 
on the quality and true spirit, the ability 
and the manhood of a man in college, 
than of any other party of associates 
with whom then or thereafter he might 
be brought into contact. It is pretty near 
infallible. If you go back to the seven- 
ties in Yale you will find the estimate 
then made, which is about to be approved 
by the people of the United States. with 
regard to the character and qualifica- 
tions of William Howard Taft. [Ap- 


plause.] 

“Mr. Taft took his ideals with him. 
He was early called into public life. In 
every position that he filled, he acquitted 
himself honorably.”’

|TO REVEAL THE BACKERS 


Says Mr. Taft’s Remarks About Mis- 


representation Are an In- 


sult to Voters. 


Special to The New York Times. 

LINCOLN, Neb., Oct. 1.—Mr. Taft and 
Mr. Bryan crossed paths to-day in Lin- 
coln, but did not meet. Mr. Taft spent 
the night in Lincoln, and departed before 
breakfast for Southeastern Nebraska, Mr. 
‘Bryan reached Lincoln at 4 A. M. and 
immediately retired. He was up early, 
but too late to visit the Taft train. 

He is in splendid health, despite the 
fact he has just finished a strenuous cam- 
paign trip of nearly fourtweeks, While Mr. 
Taft is having trouble with his voice, Mr. 
Bryan's was never better. 

The Democratic candidate hurried to 
Fairview to dig into the mountain of cor- 
respondence which has piled up on him. 
He will rest at home before going to Chi- 
cago for the waterways banquet on Oct. 7, 

To-day he announced his purpose to 
spend most of the last week of the cam- 
paign in the East, but his dates are not 
yet complete. He will not tour the Pa- 
cific Coast country. 

Mr. Bryan’s anxiety to reach home to- 
day was on account of his twenty-fourth 
wedding anniversary. 

It was suggested to Mr. Bryan that Mr. 
Taft had not referred to the issue of 
bank deposit guarantee in any of his Lin- 
coln speeches. This drew the following 
comment: 

“I think Mr. Taft will be less likely to 
refer to that subject hereafter than be- 
fore, as he cannot be ignorant of the fact 
that it is a growing idea.” 

The candidate had nothing to say on 
President Roosevelt’s refusal to answer 
his last open letter published in the news- 
papers. He showed great interest in the 
action of the Nebraska Republican con- 
vention in turning down a bank guarntee 
plank, 

Mr. Bryan to-day prepared the follow- 
ing rejoinder to Mr. Taft's answer to him 
on the subject of campaign contributions: 


Mr. Bryan’s Statement, 


“T am surprised to find that Mr. Taft 
indorses the President's views on the sub- 
ject of publicity as to campaign contribu- 
tions, but since he holds these views I 
am glad that he makes them known now, 
We now have publicity before the elec- 
tion as to his opinion even if he does 
not believe in publicity of contributions 
|} until after the election. He fails to see 
| the difference between the publication of 
contributions before election and the pub. 
lication of expenditures before election. 

“The publication of expenditures is re- 
quired to show whether corrupt methods 
have been employed in the election, and 


as the expenditures continue up to the 
close of the polls, it would be impossible 
to make a complete publication until after 
the election. The publication of conrtibu- 
tions ought to be before election. Thé 
main reason for the publication of contri- 
butions before election is to show the 

ublic the sources from which the contri- 

utions come in order that the public may 
know which party predatory interests are 
supporting. Every one who knows human 
nature knows that the element of grati- 
tude must always be considered in human 
affairs. Ingratitude has been described 
as a worse sin than revenge, for ingrati- 
tude repays good with evil, while revenge 
only repays evil with evil. 


Mortgages Upon Officials. 


“Every disinterested voter knows that 
large contributions have been used to 
secure mortgages upon officials. The pub- 
lication of contributions throws a great 
deal more light upon the influence at 


work in politics than the publication of 
expenditures, for the publication of con- 
tributions shows to whom the party is 
indebted, and to whom repayment is 
likely to be made, while the publication 
of expenditures shows what has been paid 
out, and disbursements do not create 
obligations that affect the course of the 
administration. 

“Mr. Taft says that ‘The proper ob- 
ject of a publicity law ts to prevent the 
use of money for bribery and other im- 
proper purposes in elections, and to en- 
able the law officers of the Government 
and public to determine whether the con- 
tributions made were properly expended 
for legitimate purposes.’ And he adds: 
‘The requirement that the names and 
amounts of persons contributing should 
also be shown is for the purpose of en- 
abling the public and the Ergeqcuting of- 
ficers of the Gevernment to judge wheth- 
er subsequent official action has been 
improperly affected in favor of the con- 
tributors by-the successful candidate.’ 

“This, he says, can all be accomplished 
by publication after the election. He 
then proceeds to indorse_ the position 
taken by the Pnesident, declaring that 
‘the chief objection to the publication of 
contributions before the election is that 
it makes certain that in the heat of the 
controversy the motive of those who con. 
tribute to pay the legitimate expenses of 
the campaign wili be misconstrued, per- 
verted, and misrepresented.’ 

“*The candidate,’ he also insists, ‘in 
whose behalf the contributions are made, 
will be charged in the most unfair way 
as being completely under the control of 
those who make the contributions.’ 


Calls It Insult to Voters. 


“Tiere he makes the same charge that 
the President does, the astounding charge 
that the teters are so liable to be mis- 
led that the knowledge must be kept 
from them. I insist that it Is an insult 
to the intelligence of the voters, and it 
does little credit to Mr. Taft’s judgment 
ef the men to whom he is making his 


appeal. Mr. Roosevelt may have made 
his statement thoroughtlessly and on the 
impulse of the moment, but Mr. -Taft 
brings the same indictment against the 
voters with deliberation and after he 
has read a criticism of the President's 
views, 

“Tt is fair to charge, therefore, that 
Mr. Taft is either expecting to receive 
contributions which would arouse just 
suspicion among an intelligence people, 
or contributions which, if Known, would 
arouse an unjust suspicion among a peo- 
ple too ignorant to form a correct judg- 
ment upon the facts. This is an evasion 
which he can neither retract nor ex- 
cuse. It can only be explained by a 
consciousness that Republican campaign 
methods will not bear the light, and that 
it would be dang€rous to his party if the 
public knew before the election what he 
promises to make public after the elec- 
tion. 

“ His subsequent argument that the pub- 
lication before election of the names and 
amounts contributed ‘would discourage 
those who desire to contribute to the 
legitimate purposes of the campaign,’ by 
‘exposing them to the bitter diatribes of 
unfair attacks or slanderous condemna- 
tion of partisans in an electoral fight,’

average voter to investigate the facts. 

“The people have a right to know in 
advance of election whether those with 
special interests to look after are con- 
tributing sums larger than public spirit, 
patriotic motives, and general interest 
would explain. If, for instance, a candi- 
date for Governor is likely to have to 
a upon railroad legislation, the people 
lave a right to know whether men large- 
ly interested in preventing: raijfroad legis- 
lation have contributed liberally to his 
campaign fund. If a man aspires to an 
office in which, !f elected, he will have to 
pass upon anti-trust legislation or en- 
force anti-trust laws, it is only right that 
the public should know by what right the 
trust magnates are financing his cam- 
paign. And so if a man is a candidate 
or office which brings him into official 
connection with tariff legislation, it is 
rig = for the public to know whether 
1e Will be 30 obligated to the beneficiarics 
of a high tariff. as to be embarrassed 
when he attempts to protect the con- 
sumer. 


Explains Hughes Attack. 


“Mr. Taft misrepresents what I have 
said in regard to Mr. Hughes. I called 
attention to some of the contributions 
that were made to Mr. Hughes's fund, 
and in view of the fact that Mr. Hughes 


attacks the remedies presented in the 
Democratic platform as a cure for the 
trusts without advancing ‘any remedies 
of his own, «nd in view of the further 
fact that this testimony was quoted by 
the President against me, I asked the 
President whether he thought that these 
contributions by trust magnates would 
lessen or increase the weight of Mr, 
Hughes's testimony on the subject of 
trusts. It will not do for Mr. Taft to put 
Mr. Hughes upon a pedestal and claim 
for him immunity from criticism. It is 
not necessary for me to pass judgment 
upon Mr. Hughes or upon what he has 
done in order to pass judgment upon the 
question under discussion. He is only 
human, afid was one of ‘ The allies’ be- 
fore the Chicago Convention. 

“We assume that public officials will 
be honest, and yet we require bonds of 
those who handle money, no matter how 
much character they may have. The law 
will not permit a Judge, a juror, or an 
official to accept a gift, if the gig is 
from one who has an interest in the ®6ffi- 
cial action of the official, and in_ for- 
bidding this the law does not ask as 
to the character of the official. The law 
is based upon human nature and human 
experience, and it is not necessary to fur- 
nish specific proof of special weakness 
in the man who receives the money or to 
prove that his decision was in any man- 
ner affected by the gift. No scales have 

et bee1 invented for the accurate weigh- 
ng of the reasons which enter into an 
official's decision. 

“Tt is only fair, however, to assume that 
in using Mr. Hughes's case as an argu- 
ment, Mr. Taft means to say that he will 
not object to contributions from trust 
magnates; railroad magnates, and tariff 
beneficiaries, no matter how much those 
contributions may be, even though he 
may, if elected, be compelled to pass upon 
questions where thelr demands may be on 
the one side and the interests of the gen- 
eral public on the other. He must not 
complain if he finds that many Republic- 
ans of the rank and file will differ from 
him on this subject, for the average man 
will judge aspirants for office by the 
rules applied to average men. Common 
sense and the universal judgment are 
against Mr. Taft's position, and against 
the arguments which he advances in its 
support.” 


The Alleged Ryan Gift. 


After giving out the above statement, 
Mr, Bryan referred to Mr. Taft’s state- 
ment that Thomas F. Ryan contributed 
$15,000 to the Nebraska campaign in 1904, 


and said: 

“This has been denied, but I assume 
that he has taken the statements of some 
of his Republican advisers without taking 
time to verify these statements. Mr. 
Ryan did not contribute any money to the 
Nebraska campaign fund. The National 
Committee contributed $15,000 in 1904, and 
the members of the National Committee 
who had charge of the fund have stated 
that the contribution was made from the 
general fund of the committee, and was 
not contributed to the committee by any 
one for the purpose of being sent to 
Nebraska.” 


MAY TURN DOWN FULLER. 


He Voted forthe Anti-Betting Bill and 
He Comes from McCarren’s Realm. 


What is regarded as a plan on the part 
of the Kings County Democratic organiza- 
tion leaders to sidetrack Senator Charles 
BE. Fuller is arousing indignation among 
Democrats and independent voters in the 
Flatbush section of Brooklyn. On the 
Race Track bills and other important 
measures Senator Fuller voted against 
Senator McCarren’s wishes. He was the 
only Democratic Senator from Kings to 
vote for the anti-gambling bills. 

Senator Fuller carried the Eighth Dis- 
trict two years ago by 200 votes. This 
district has a normal Republican ma- 
jority of about 5,000, and is one of the 
strongest epyeioes districts in the State. 
Because of this evidence of his popularity 
and the fact of his record in the Legis- 
lature, his friends were led to believe 
that he would be properly recognized 
this Fall: It fs understood that Fuller 
is not a candidate for a renomination to 
the Senate, but he would like to be named 
for Congress, 

“TI do not think Fuller will be nomi- 
nated. for. any office,” said Senator Mc- 
Carren yesterday. ‘‘ The leaders of the 
district say that he fs not regarded as a 
Democrat, and that he would he beaten by 
10,000 votes if he ran for Congress. 


HAMILTON FISH NAMED. 


Friends of Congressman McMillan 
Denounce Mr. Fish and Alienate Payn.

H. Weeks of Carmel. He arose in the 
convention and said that he objected .to 
the nomination of a person who had 
proved himself to be a traitor to the Re- 


publican Party anti who was read out of 
it by the State Committee a few years 
ago for treachery and deceit. Mr. Weeks 
added that Mr. Fish’s name was brought 
before the convention ‘‘ through the ac- 
tions of traitors and Hars.”’

Speaks to Stotkyard Men, 


Thirteen speeches were made by the 
candidate to-day in a swing around the 
southeastern part of Nebraska and ter- 
minating at Omaha to-night, where two 
big meetings, one for the benefit of the 
stockyards employes in South Omaha, the 
other in the Auditorium. Throughout the 
day the crowds were larger than usual at 
the short stops. At Crete, Beatrice, 
Table Rock, and Nebraska City the voice 
of the candidate was entirely inadequate 
to reach the limit of the crowds. At sev- 
eral of the stops Mr. Taft left his car 
and spoke from a platform. At practi- 
cally every station the local band was in 
attendance, and the cheers which greeted 
the candidate upon his arrival and de- 
parture came with a will.

Gov. Hughes, on his arrival in this elty 
yesterday, sent a letter to Clarence J. 
Shearn, Gubernatorial nominee on the 
Independence ticket, declining an invita- 
tion from him to discuss the issues in 
the State campaign in joint debate. Here 
is the letter: 

Dear Sir: On account of my absence from 
the city 1 have been unable before this to 
answer your letter of Sept. 26. My plans 
for the campaign have been made, and I 
cannot comply with your suggestion for @ 
joint debate. 

With regards to the subjects you mention 
I will say this: i 

1. I believe in mandatory direct nomina- 
tions, When I recommended permissive 
direct nominations I did not believe that 
the sentiment of the State was sufficiently 
strong to secure the passage of a manda- 
tory bill, and I felt that provision for a 
permissive plan would pave the way {for 
and make inevitable the adoption of direct 
nominations by all parties. The sentiment 
of direct nominations, however, has greatly 
increased during the last year, and I belleve 
that, if I am re-elected, and my position 
is thus indorsed by the people, a mandatory 
bill will be passed by the next Legislature. 

2. You ask ‘‘ whether the Governor could 
and should punish the looters of the Met- 
ropolitan system.’’ The Governor is neither 
committing Magistrate, Grand Jury, Judge, 
nor petit jury. I am most desirous that 
any one who may be guilty of violations of 
laws should be prosecuted. If you have 
evidence which you believe would warrant 
a successful prosecution of those whom you 
describe, you should lay it before the Grand 
Jury, or if you prefer, you may present it 
tc a Magistrate and ask for warrants. 

Some time ago, upon the formal statement 
by the ttorney General (who was then the 
candidate for your party) to the effect that 
he had clear evidence against persons con- 
cerned in what has been called the ‘ice 
trust,’’ and upon his request as the law 
officer of the State that he be permitted 
to take charge of proceedings for their 
prosecution, I put the matter in his hands 
in accordance with the statute. So far as 
I am aware nothing has been accomplished. 

8. I most earnestly desire the establish- 
ment of a reasonable transfer on our street 
railways and shall do all in my power to 
bring this about. 

4. As to my veto of the five-cent fare 
bill, I refer you to my veto message and 
also to the principles stated in my veto of 
the two-cent fare bill. 

5. As to the matter of speculation, I re- 
fer you to my recommendation to the last 
Legislature, and to my statement in my 
speech of acceptance delivered last Satur- 
day night. 

While my plans. will not permit me to 
arrange for a joint debate, I desire that 
all the issues of the campaign should be 
most fully and fairly discussed, and that 
the people should become thoroughly ac- 
quainted with the facts of my administra- 
tion and the principles which I have sought 
to enforce, Jery respectfully yours.

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THREATEN COERCION SUIT 


S. S&S. Eveland Offered Increase of 
Wages If Taft Was Elected.

PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 1.—S. 8. Eve- 
land, Vice President and General Man- 
uger of the Standard Roller Bearing Com- 
pany, Forty-eighth Street and Girard 
Avenue, who posted notices to the effect 
that wages would be increased 10 per 
cent. in November if Taft was elected, 
learned to-day that a move was on foot 
in the Democratic National Committee to 
prosecute him for coercing the employes 
into voting for Mr, Taft.

SENATOR OWEN IN ALLIANCE. 


Haskell’s Friend Was Also Member of 
Anti-Labor Organization.

CHICAGO, Oct. 1—Now it is United 
States Senator Robert L. Owen of Okla- 
homa, Gov. Haskell’s political side part- 
ner, who has become involved in the con- 
troversy in that State, caused by the al- 
ready proved affiliations of Haskell with 
the Citizens’ Alliance, the &nti-union la- 
bor organization formed there.

Leaders Say He Will Carry the State 
by More Than 40,000.

TRENTON, N.°J., Oct, 1.—Rarely has 
there been so much political talk on “ Big 
Thursday "’ as was indulged in here to- 
day when the chieftains and the candl- 
dates and their political henchmen gath- 
ered at the Inter-State Fair for the an- 
nual pow-wow. This event is unique in 
the history of any State, and on this day 
the political observer can gather a better 
view of the New Jersey political situa- 
tion than on any other day of the year.

PAPER STRIKE TO CONTINUE. 


Company Will Fill Places As Soon As 
Possible. 


WATERTOWN, N. Y., Oct. 1.—President 
Carey of the International Brotherhood of 
Papermakers to-day said that the strike 
of the papermakers was as far from set- 
tlement as it was when it was called. 
The men refused to return to work, he ad- 
ded, on any other basis than the old wage 
scale and the agreement to make the mills 
strictly union. 

Supt. Mayo of the Watertown district of 
the International Paper Company, to-day 
gave out a statement to the effect that 


the company would decline to treat with 
the union further and would resume man- 
ufacturing at once. 

‘The positions vacated,”’ says the state- 
ment, “‘ by those leaving the company will 
be filled as soon as possible, preference 
being given to those formerly employed.”

GAME SEASON OPENS. 


| Good Day for Sportsmen and Many 
Fine Bags Made. 


With the lifting of the law’s ban on 
the shooting of partridge and grouse yes- 
terday came the aftermath last night in 
the popping of many corks and the serv- 
ing of many hot birds in the various res- 
taurants. This marked the opening of 
the game season proper. Although venl- 
son and some kinds of wild ducks have 
been on sale since Sept. 15 the real sport 
does not feel that the season is properly 
here until he can indulge in partridge and 
grouse. Next to come on the market will 
be the toothsome quail, which the law al- 
lows to be shot on and after Nov. 1 until 
midnight on New Year's Day. 

The season opened with a crisp air ex- 
actly to the liking of hunters, and large 
bags were the consequence. 3efore the 
afternoon wore away there was a large 
supply on the market, which was quick- 
ly gobbled up by the hotel and restau- 
rant keepers. , 

The prices for the opening of the season 
are no higher than usual, and in the res- 
taurants one can get a delicious partridge 
with trimmings for $2.50, while the same 
price is asked for a_ grouse ptoperiy 
served. Venison steaks are $1 when 
served in a chafing dish with port wine 
dressing, and teal ducks may be bought 
for $1.25. A mallard duck costs $2.50, while 
the celebrated canvassback costs $4. 

In the markets partridges were sold to 
those who could find them at #4 a patr, 
grouse at $3.50 a pair, venison at 50 cents 
a pound, teal ducks at $1.50 a pair, mal- 
lard ducks $3 a pair, and canvasback 
ducks $4.50 to $5 a pair. 

There are not many partridges and 
grouse to be found in this vicinity except 
on private preserves, but in the marshes 
around the city from the break of day 
yesterday the popping of guns could be 
heard. There was good sport,in the Long 
Island and New Jersey marshes, but this 
will last only a few days.

INCREASE IN CHOLERA DEATHS 


Premature Discharge of Patients in 
St. Petersburg Has Spread Contagion. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Oct. 1—For the 
twenty-four hours ended at noon to-day, 
the municipal hospitals reported the ad- 
mission of 225 new cholera cases and 98 


deaths. The corresponding statistics for 
yesterday were 223 new cases and 93 
deaths, 

The St, Petersburg physicians have} 
called the attention of the city authori- 
ties to the premature discharge of. chol- 
era patients from the hospitals, although 
the fact is wéll known that the danger of 
relapse and communication of the con- 
tagion continues for two weeks after the 
disappearance of direct cholera symp- 
toms. 

The practice here has been to discharge 
patients from the hospitals as soon as 
they are able to leave their beds. They 
thereupon become walking centres of in- 
fection. A large number of cases in pro- 
vincial towns have been traced to this 
source. 

A bacteriological examination has dis- 
closed the presence. of cholera vibrios in 
the city water which supplies the Vi- 
borg quarter.

Yes- 
terday morning Richard came downstairs 
at 6 o’clock to find his wife preparing 
breakfast and his mother and father al- 
ready up. The old man asked for money | 
immediately, and Richard turned to his 
wife, asking her if she had any. Mrs. 
Burkhardt had $3, and Richard, exclaim- 
ing ‘“‘ Give it to father,” turned away. 

An instant later the elder Burkhardt 
drew a pistol and shot his son through the 
neck. he boy’s mother and his wife were 
horrified, and Burkhardt rushed from the 
room. He ran upstairs and there drained 
a bottle of carbolic acid, Then he ran 
to a window and threw himself out, 
alighting on a pile of rocks. 

There he was found when several po- 
licemen ran in, having heard the shot 
and the screams of the women. They 
found young Burkhardt badly wounded 
but conscious; and called an ambulance 
from the North Hudson Hospital. The 
elder Burkhardt was unconscious but still 
alive, and he and his son were put In the 
same ambulance,‘ which began a hurry 
run to the hospital. 

On the way the elder Burkhardt recov- 
ered his senses, according to the ambu- 
lance surgeon, and made an attack on 
his son. The surgeon restrained him, and 
in the hospital both men were rushed to 
operating tables. 

The father died a few moments later. 
After probing for halfan hour the doctors 
got the bullet out of the younger Burk- 
hardt’s neck, but he is still in a serious 
condition.

NEW HAVEN, Conn., Oct. 1.—Five 
Yale football players were hurt in the 
practice this afternoon and were forced 
to retire. Four of the number will be 
back in the play by the first of next 
week and the fifth within a fortnight. 
The worst injured is Anthony Haines of 
Rockford, Ill, half back on the second 
eleven. Haines tried to punt, and as two 
of the heavy ’Varsity line men jumped 
upon him to smother his kick they went 
down in a pile. Haines’s hip was badly 
wrenched and he was carried off the field 
to the college infirmary. It was found 
that his injury was a severe muscle bruise, 
which had affected the nerve centres, 


causing intense pain. Philbin, ’Varsity 
half back, cut one of his hands; Hobbs, 
Varsity tackle, broke a finger in a scrim- 

mage; Van Sinderin, end rush on the 
second eleven, wrenched an ankle, and 
Bates, half back of the second team, cut 
his head.

Declares It Is Permanently “Assuming 


Appalling Proportions.” 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The admirable suggestion made by your 
editorial this morning under the title of “‘ The 
Unemployed,"" that the Trustees of the Sage 
Fund put tn operation appropriate means to the 
relief of unemployment, will, I trust, not pass 
unnoticed. The Trustees of the Sage Fund 

have, to my knowledge, already sent two 
| gentlemen and perhaps more to Europe for the 
purpose of studying this question for their own 
j}enlightenment. But they, in common with the 

managers of all our charitable associations, 
| have so far labéred under the impression that 
the unemployment of this last year was to be

“We have not yet had time,” he said 
“to receive the mail from the inland 
ctiies. Undoubtedly in some of them there 
were accumulations of letters posted last 
month, just as there were here. We shall 
begin to receive them to-morrow, and 
there may be a rush for some days.” 

To prepare for this and the expected 
permanent increase twenty additional 
clerks were taken on yesterday at the 
foreign branch office, and as soon as pos: 
sible another thirty will be added. 

Mr. Morgan foresees one trouble before 
him. Many people have not grasped the

PASSENGER’S TRUNK AFIRE. 


French Line Officials Then Refuse to 
Let Italian Sail. 


There was some excitement on the pier 
of the French Line yesterday morning 
shortly before the steamer Provence 
sailed, when flames burst from the trunk 
of a steerage passenger as it was about 
to be hoisted on the liner. Persons near 
the trunk scurried away, as they feared 


that the fire would ignite an infernal ma- 
chine. : 

Detective Lieutenants Moody and Lea- 
son made an examination of the trunk 
as soon as a few buckets of water had 

ut the fire out. They found that the 
ire had been caused by some matches 
igniting. In the trunk were a number of 
.3T calibre cartridges and clothing be- 
longing to the owner, who proved to be 
a rather inoffensive looking Italian, evi- 
dently a miner. He said the ammunition 
was for a rifle. 

In spite of the man’s explanation the 
officials of the line refused to let him 
take passage on the steamer. He pro- 
tested volubly, but after a time went 
away carrying the trunk on his shoulder.

Joseph C. Blanch of Highwood Park, 
N. J., the complainant against Hollins, 
says he was being sued by William De- 
lany in the Supreme Court for $4,000, the 
price of 300 shares in the Blanchite Com- 
pany, Limited, which Delany asserted had 
never been delivered. Hollins, according 
to the affidavit, testified that Blanch had 
never turned over to him the 800 shares 
of stock, and had, in fact, made no set- 
tlement with Delany at all, nor had he 
informed Blanch that a settlement had 
been made. Blanch asserts that he holds 
Hollins’s receipt in full for the stock, 
dated November, 1907, and that the whole 
transaction with Delany was cleared up 
through Hollins on Nov. 4, 

Frank C. Hollins is a brother of H. B. 
Hollins of the banking firm of H. B. Hol- 
lins & Co. For a number of years and up 
to 1886 Frank C. Hollins had charge of 
the foreign exchange department of that 
company. After severing his connections 
with that firm he became interested in 
various promoting schemes. Years ago 
he was a Director of the Lake Erle & 
Western Railroad Company, and was ap- 
pointed Chairman of the Stockholders’ 
Committee of Reorganization. He was 
also a Director of the Peoria, Decatur & 
Evansville Railway, which afterward 
passed into other hands. 

Among the promotions in which he was 
interested were the Union Railway, Power 
and Electric Company, Federal Manu- 
facturing and Specialty Company, Ameri- 
can Union Electric Company, Commercial 
Railway Equipment Company, Electric 
Pulp and Paper Company, Refrigeratin 
Car and Ventilator Company, Continenta 
Railway Equipment Company, and the 
Railway Dry Refrigerating Car and Ven- 
tilator Company. 

On March 26 Frank C. Hollins was 
made the defendant in three suits in the 
Supreme Court aggregating over $1,000,- 
000, and all the result of his various pro- 
motions in the paper pulp concerns.

LATEST CUSTOMS RULINGS. 


Goldstones Are Not Dutiable Under 
the Provision for “ Jewelry.” 


In a decision by T. S. Sharretts, the 
Board of United States General Appraisers 
decided yesterday that goldstones com- 
posed in chief value of paste or glass, 
less than one inch in dimensions, are 
dutiable at the rate of 20 per cent. under 
the provision in the tariff law for 
“precious stones advanced in condition or 


value.’ 

The issue before the Board was in the 
form of a protest filed by Albert Lorsch 
& Co. of this city, who objected to the 
action of the Government in levying a 
high duty. After a consideration of the 
evidence, General Appraiser Sharretts, 
who writes the decision for the Board, 
reaches the conclusion that the stones are 
not dutiable at 60 per cent. as“ jewelry,” 
but should be admitted at 20 per cent. 
under the provision in the tariff law for 
“precious stones advanced in value or 
condition.’”’ 

General Appraiser Sharretts says that 
on the authority of a former decision the 
protest is sustained, and the decision of 
Collector Fowler reversed in each case.

A month after A. O. Brown of the bank- 
rupt brokerage firm met Edna Wallace 
Hopper, the actress, he made her the 
beneficiary under his life insurance policy 
of $25,000, gave her a $7,000 automobile, 
and a number of other presents.

Brown himself told about transferring 
the life insurance policy to Miss Hop- 
per, as she is known on the stage, 
while he was testifying in the Federal 
Building before Charles E. Littlefield, re- 
ceiver for A. O. Brown & Co. The en- 
gagement was announced by Miss Hop- 
per a few hours later in the day, when 
she was interviewed in her luxurious 
apartments on the top floor of 22 West 
Thirty-third Street. 

Miss Hopper said that Mr. Brown’s 
failure, his expulsion from the Stock Ex- 
change, and his subsequent arrest in no 
way effected the engagement; that it still 
stands, although the plans for the mar- 
riage had to be postponed because of Mr. 
Brown's trouble. 

Miss Hopper did not know that Mr. 
Brown had told about the life insurance 
policy when a Times reporter called at 
her apartments. When informed of his 
testimony she said:
